Code Clerk 
FaceslOYear 
Sentence 


WASHINGTON (UP) 
Joseph S. 


Petersen, 
Jr., the 
former gov- 


ernment code clerk who pleaded 
guilty to spying for a foreign pow- 
er today faced a maximum penal- 
ty of 10 years in prison plus a 
$10,000 fine. 


Petersen, 40, was employed by 


the State Department as a code 
clerk in the top-secret "National 
Security Agency until his arrest by 
the FBI last October. He had been 
in 
government 
service for 
13 


years. 


The 
$7.700-a-jyear code 
clerk 


pleaded guilty yesterday in feder- 
al court in Alexandria, Va., to a 
charge that he used government 
secrets "in a manner prejudicial to 
the safety and interests of the Unit 
ed States." 


The State Department disclosed 


that Petersen passed the informa-
